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opening and developing the resources of the country; but
they are sadly deficient in tbc means of ingress and egress
consequent upon the obstruction in tbe said line of road.

SEC. 2. Your memorialists would farther represent that
said road runs through a large portion of the public domain
not yet subject to private entry, the effect of which is that
the lands are being settled upon by bvnajide. prc-emptors, and
with the kind fostering aid of the General Government to
open said road, an increasing stream of emigration would set
in that would confer a lasting- kindness on those hardy pio-
neers, and at the same time fully rea'Jze tho benevolent inten-
tions of the framcrs of the pre-emption law.

SEC. 3. Your memorialists would further represent that
said road is in a direct line from St. Paul to the St. Louis
Bay, on Lake Superior, fifty-four miles, where it intersects
the Military Road from Point Douglas; that said road is the
only direct route to Superior, and the easiest of construction.

SEC. 4. And in furtherance of the objccs of this memorial
your memorialists would respectfully urge upon your honora-
ble body to appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars
for the construction of said road, it being the most direct mail
line running north of St. Paul, connecting with the Point
Douglas and St. Louis River Road to Superior in Wisconsin.
And as in duty bound your memorialists will ever pray, &c.
